LICENSES 


RESIDENT  LICENSES 

In  order  to  apply  for  a  resident  Montana  hunting  or  fishing  license,  one 
must  be  a  resident  of  Montana  for  a  period  of  six  months  immediately  prior 
to  making  Application. 


License  Fees 

Conservation  —  prerequisite  to  hunting  and  fishing 

licenses  excepting  the  Sportsman’s  License . $  1.00 

Resident  Sportsman’s  License .  35.00 

Includes  1  deer,  1  elk,  I  black  bear,  game  birds, 
fishing  and  conservation  license. 

Antelope  (issued  by  drawings) .  5.00 

Goat  (issued  by  drawings) .  15.00 

Moose  (issued  by  drawings) .  25.00 

Sheep  (issued  by  drawings  in  most  hunting  districts) .  25.00 

No  drawing  is  required  for  sheep  licenses  in  300,  301,’ 

302,  303,  500,  501  and  502.  Licenses  in  these  districts 
must  be  purchased  by  August  31. 

Bow  and  Arrow .  6  00 

(Required  for  archery  only  seasons) 

Nongame  Certificate .  5.00 

This  certificate  carries  no  hunting  or  fishing  privileges, 
but  provides  an  opportunity  for  nonhunters  as  well  as 
hunters  to  contribute  to  the  management  of  nongame 
wildlife.  Available  at  Fish  and  Game  regional  offices  and 
in  Helena.

NONRESIDENT  LICENSES 

License 

Combination  bird-fish  NONREFUN DABLE  (serves  as 

prerequisite  where  prerequisite  is  required) . $  50.00 

Big  game,  bird  and  fish  *NONREFUNDABLE .  225.00 

*The  $225.00  license  contains  a  deer  tag,  an  elk  tag,  black 
bear  tag,  authorizes  hunting  for  game  birds  and  fishing. 

(Serves  as  prerequisite  where  prerequisite  is  required.) 

No  more  than  17,000  of  these  licenses  may  be  issued  in  a 
year.  First  come-first  served  from  Helena  Office. 

Antelope  (prerequisite  required) 

issued  by  drawings .  50.00 

Goat  (prerequisite  required)  issued  by  drawings .  75.00 

Moose  (prerequisite  required)  issued  by  drawings .  125.00 

Sheep  (prerequisite  required)  issued  by  drawings  in  most 

hunting  districts . 125.00 

No  drawing  is  required  for  sheep  licenses  in  districts  300, 

301,  302, 303,  500, 501  and  502.  Licenses  in  these  districts 
must  be  purchased  no  later  than  August  31. 

Bow  and  Arrow .  6.00 

Required  for  archery  only  seasons. 

ONCE  A  LICENSE  IS  ISSUED,  IT  IS  NOT  REFUNDABLE  EXCEPT  IN 
EVENT  OF  DEATH  OF  THE  LICENSE  HOLDER. 


LICENSES 


Resident  juveniles  under  the  age  of  18  years  are  required  to  present  a 
Montana  Certificate  of  Competency  to  their  license  agent  before  being 
issued  a  hunting  license. 

Nonresident  juveniles  under  18  are  required  to  show  proof  of  success¬ 
fully  completing  a  course  in  the  safe  handing  of  firearms  in  a  state  or 
province  before  being  issued  a  Montana  hunting  license.  The  course  must 
have  been  completed  under  the  direction  of  a  certified  instructor. 

Persons  applying  for  special  licenses  must  be  at  least  twelve  (12)  years  of 
age  at  the  time  of  application  and  must  have  completed  required  firearms 
safety  training  if  un  der  18. 

EXCEPTION:  Persons  applying  for  antelope  licenses  must  be  at  least 
twelve  (12)  years  of  age  prior  to  September  15  of  the  season  for  which 
application  is  being  made  and  must  have  completed  required  firearms 
safety  training. 


WAITING  PERIOD 


MOOSE,  BIGHORN  SHEEP,  MOUNTAIN  GOATS 
Any  person  who  has  killed  a  moose,  bighorn  sheep  or  mountain  goat  in 
Montana  shall  not  be  eligible  to  apply  for  a  license  in  any  district  for  the 
next  succeeding  seven  years. 

Any  person  who  has  obtained  a  moose  or  bighorn  sheep  or  goat  license 
but  did  not  take  an  animal  for  which  such  license  was  issued,  shall  be 
eligible  to  apply  for  another  license  in  any  succeeding  year  if  he  returns  his 
unused  license  to  the  Fish  and  Game  Commission  at  the  time  application 
is  made. 


MAKING  APPLICATION 


It  is  prohibited  to  submit  more  than  one  application  for  any  game 
license. 

Applications  must  be  made  on  forms  available  from  license  agents  or 
offices  of  the  Department  of  Fish  and  Game.  Applications  to  enter  sheep, 
moose,  goat  and  antelope  drawings  must  be  postmarked  or  presented  no 
later  than  June  15,  1978.  Applications  for  bighorn  sheep  licenses  in  dis¬ 
tricts  300,  301,  302,  303,  500,  501  and  502  must  be  postmarked  or  presented 
no  later  than  August  31,  1978. 

License  fees  must  accompany  all  applications  for  licenses  in  the  form  of 
money  orders,  cashiers  checks,  or  bank  drafts. 


Antelope  applicants  who  did  not  hold  an  antelope  license  in  1977  will  be 
given  preference  in  the  1978  antelope  drawings. 

No  more  than  10  percent  of  the  total  antelope,  sheep,  moose,  or  goat 
licenses  allowed  for  each  district  may  be  issued  to  nonresident  applicants 
during  any  single  license  year.  If  the  quota  of  antelope,  moose,  sheep,  or 

foats  in  a  district  is  less  than  10  then  nonresidents  will  not  be  issued 
icenses  for  that  district. 

FIVE  YEAR  PREFERENCE 

Persons  who  have  applied  five  consecutive  years  for  moose,  sheep  or 
goat  licenses  and  were  unsuccessful  will  receive  preference  in  respective 
drawings  for  these  species. 


General  Regulations 


By  order  of  the  Montana  Fish  and  Game  Commission,  the  seasons,  limits 
and  regulations  listed  herein  shall  govern  the  1978  antelope,  mountain 
goat,  bighorn  sheep  and  moose  seasons.

HUNTING  HOURS 

The  Montana  Fish  and  Game  Commission  has  adopted  and  published 
Sunrise-Sunset  Tables  for  determining  hunting  hours.  These  tables  are 
based  on  Mountain  Standard  Time.  During  periods  that  Daylight  Savings 
Time  is  in  effect,  one  (1)  hour  should  be  added  to  time  indicated  in  the 
tables  in  order  to  determine  proper  hunting  hours. 

Open  season  for  hunting  shall  be  one-half  (V2)  hour  before  sunrise  until 
one-naif  ( V2 )  hour  after  sunset  on  each  day  as  indicated  by  dates  for  each 
game  district  and  Sunrise-Sunset  Tables. 

CHECKING  STATIONS 

Hunters  and  fishermen  are  required  to  stop  at  checking  stations  on  their 
routes  of  travel  to  and  from  hunting  and  fishing  areas. 

CALIBER 

There  are  no  caliber  limitations. 

It  is  prohibited  to  use  any  poisonous,  explosive  or  deleterious  substances 
on  or  in  any  arrowhead,  bullet  or  projectile. 

CLOSURES 

The  entire  state  shall  be  closed  to  the  hunting  of  all  big  game  animals 
except  as  specified  under  the  numbered  district  regulations.  To  ensure  a 
proper  harvest  of  game,  seasons  may  be  closed  on  48  hours  notice  or  if 
necessary  may  be  reopened. 

All  state  game  preserves  and  state  parks  and  recreation  areas  shall  be 
closed  as  posted. 


GAME  TAGS 

When  you  have  killed  your  game  animal  cut  out  the  proper  month  and  day 
from  the  carcass  tag  and  immediately  attach  it  to  the  carcass  so  it  remains 
visible  at  all  times. 


GUIDES 

Hunters  are  not  required  to  be  accompanied  by  guides  in  Montana. 

IT  IS  UNLAWFUL: 

to  waste  any  part  of  game  animal  suitable  for  food  excepting  bears  and 
mountain  lions; 

to  hunt  or  take  any  game  animal  without  having  a  valid  license  on  your 
person; 

to  transfer  your  license  or  use  any  license  or  tag  issued  to  another  person; 

to  shoot  a  game  animal  for  someone  else’s  tag; 

to  shoot  game  animals  on  or  from  any  public  highway; 

to  shoot  or  attempt  to  shoot  game  animals  with  the  aid  of  artificial  light; 

to  shoot  game  animals  or  birds  from  an  automobile  or  other  self- 
propelled  vehicle; 

to  hire  or  retain  an  unlicensed  outfitter  or  guide; 

for  persons  under  twelve  (12)  years  of  age  to  purchase  hunting  licenses 
and  hunt  game; 

to  use  firearms  in  any  manner  in  the  hunting  and-or  killing  of  any  game 
animal  during  an  archery  season; 

to  hunt  game  animals  or  game  birds  or  to  carry  or  discharge  firearms  or 
create  any  other  unlawful  disturbance  in  any  legislative  or  Fish  and  Game 
Commission  created  game  preserve; 

to  purchase  more  than  one  of  the  same  kind  of  game  license  during  one 
license  year; 

to  use  a  self-propelled  vehicle  to  concentrate,  drive,  rally,  stir  up  or 
harass  game  or  fur-bearing  animals. 

With  the  exception  of  archers  during  special  archery  seasons,  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  hunt  big  game  animals  or  to  accompany  any 
hunter  as  an  outfitter  or  guide  without  wearing  exterior  garments  above  the 
waist  totaling  not  less  than  four  hundred  (400)  square  inches  of  hunter 
orange  material,  visible  at  all  times  while  hunting. 

Every  resident  and  nonresident  must  have  obtained  permission  of  the 
landowners,  lessees,  or  their  agents  before  hunting  big  game  animals  on 
private  property. 

A  person  convicted  of  littering  while  hunting,  fishing,  camping  or  trap¬ 
ping  shall  forfeit  his  license  or  privileges  to  hunt,  fish,  camp  or  trap  within 
Montana  for  a  period  of  one  year. 

SEASON  TYPES 

Season  type  numbers  are  for  computer  use  during  drawings.  They  indi¬ 
cate  a  specific  combination  of  hunting  dates  and  bag  limits,  and  must  be 
included  with  hunting  district  numbers  on  applications  for  drawings. 

VEHICLE  TRAVEL  RESTRICTIONS 

Hunters  must  not  drive  off  established  roads  or  trails  except  to  get  big 
game  carcasses  that  would  otherwise  be  difficult  to  retrieve,  in  which  case 
a  motor-driven  vehicle  may  be  used  to  retrieve  the  carcasses,  except  in 
areas  where  more  restrictive  regulations  apply  or  where  the  landowner  has 
not  granted  such  permission.  Vehicles  retrieving  game  must  take  the  shor¬ 
test  possible  routes  to  and  from  established  roads  or  trails

SPECIAL  ANTELOPE  ARCHERY  SEASON 


All  antelope  hunting  districts  shall  be  open  to  archery  hunting  for  either-sex  antelope  by  antelope  license 
holders  September  9  -  October  7,  1978. 


During  the  special  archery  season,  each  hunter  must  possess  an  archery  stamp  in  addition  to  an  antelope  license. 
The  license  shall  be  valid  only  in  the  specified  district.  Archery  stamps  are  not  required  during  the  regular  hunting 
asons.  During  special  archery  seasons,  only  long  bows  and  arrows  may  be  used. 


The  accompanying  maps  are  intended  only  as  an  aid  in  choosing  hunting  districts. 
Legal  descriptions  of  hunting  districts,  and  closures  are  included  on  the  fold-in.

Hunters  taking  moose  must  be  able  to  show  upon 
demand  for  inspection  the  kill  site  and  complete 
head. 


Limit:  One  bighorn  sheep  subject  to  the  sex  and  age  specifications  on  the  hunting 
license.  License  is  valid  only  in  district  specified  on  license.  In  addition  to  other 
requirements  imposed  by  law  and  Commission  regulation:  hunters  taking  bighorn 
sheep  must  be  able  to  show  on  demand  for  inspection  the  kill  site  and  complete  head. 

POSSESSION-TRANSPORTATION  PERMIT:  A  holder  of  a  valid  bighorn  sheep 
license  who  kills  a  bighorn  sheep  in  hunting  districts  100,  121,  123,  213,  250,  270,  340, 
421,  422.  423,  424,  455  and  760  must,  within  10  days,  present  the  head  and  cape  to  any 
Fish  and  Game  office  or  Game  Warden  for  tagging  and  issuance  of  a  possession  and 
transportation  permit. 

A  holder  of  a  valid  bighorn  sheep  license  who  kills  a  bighorn  sheep  in  hunting  districts 
300, 301 , 302, 303, 500, 501  and  502  must  personally  present  the  head  and  cape  within  48 
hours  to  any  Fish  and  Game  office  or  Game  Warden  for  tagging  and  issuance  of  a 
possession  and  transportation  permit. 

Penalty:  Failure  to  comply  with  these  regulations  constitutes  a  misdemeanor,  punish¬ 
able  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $500.00  nor  more  than  $  1,000  dollars,  and  up  to  6  months  in 
the  count>' jail,  or  both  and  in  addition,  loss  of  license  privileges  for  not  less  than  30 
months.  In  addition,  the  animal  carcass  and  complete  head  remain  the  property  of  the 
state  of  Montana. 

48  HOUR  CLOSURES:  Bighorn  sheep  licenses  for  hunting  districts  300,  301,  302, 
303,  500,  501  and  502  must  be  purchased  no  later  than  August  31,  1978  (no  drawing 
required).  The  bighorn  sheep  hunting  season  may  be  closed  on  48  hours  notice  in 
these  districts. 

QUIET  ZONES:  *All  mountain  sheep  hunting  in  the  “quiet  zone”  portion  of  hunting 
districts  423  and  424  closes  one-half  hour  after  sunset  October  29,  1978.  See  legal 
descriptions  of  hunting  districts  for  description  of  “quiet  zones.”

Montana's  game  tagging  laws  are  strictly  enforced.  When  you 
have  killed  your  game  animal,  cut  out  the  proper  month  and  day 
from  the  carcass  tag  and  immediately  attach  it  to  the  carcass  so 
the  tag  Is  clearly  visible.
